The trends shown in employment in these larger private factories 
are broadly consonant with those shown in estimates of total private factory employment, 
derived from Pay-Roll Tax Returns, for the periods for which comparisons are availableY 
The decline in the estimated total for all private factories in the two States combined 
for the period from January to August, 4952 was 8.6 per cent., as compared with 11.7 per 
cent for the 1,397 factories of the present survey.
